JAPAN'S PLAN. 


By one conversant with the Japanese 


plans It Is said that the repeated attacks 
on Poft Arthur are not for the purpose 
,of seizins that place at present unlessj 
an unexpected weakness in the fortifica- 
tions 'there -should develop. 
They are 
£»rt of a well denned plnn for the ha- 
.rassing of tHc Russian fleet until Korea 
.o*n, be occupied. The bottling up of the 
*wt there enables the landing of troops; 
Ih 'Korea, without the convoy of a large 
number of warships. 


(The reports of disorder in the various

The taking of Port Arthur will form 


the fcecond. number of the war proKram. 
First, however, it Is learned that the 
Japanese propose to cut the line of com- 
munication well'up. on the railroad run- 
ning from' Nleu Chang to Port Arthur. 
It II expected- that a large Jjpnnese 
force -will'land at Nleu Chwang shortly 
for this purpose.

infm-matlon on the subject, and until-the 
facts are known the State Department.Is 
inclined to' go slow in representation's 
'to Russia. It is bound to do so. however. 
If Japan formally requests'it; as the De- 
partment has undertaken 'to represent 
Japan so far as'the'Interests of Japanese 
subjects.in Russia arc concerned. 


Taking notice of the reported escape 


from Port "Arthur'of the 'American" cargo 
ship-Pleiades under cover of a storm, the 
Department officials are inclined to be- 
lieve that she may have brought; away 
soine of the detained Japanese.

to the Memory of 


Noted Attorney.

to the memory of Wi W, Foote, who died 
lut Saturday In San Francisco 


Judge Greene made the announcement 


In 'hla department that the suggestion 
had been made that such a procedure was 
proper and right and In whloh he con- 
curred, He gave notice to the lawyers 
gathered In bis department that 
the 


Judges altling in bank would listen to 
flofoe remarks in keeping with the oc- 
casion, and after calling tho case.-* on the 
calendar and continuing them, adjourned 
tbo court, 


At 10i30 o'clock Judges Ellsworth, Hall, 


Greene and Garden, Judgo MolvJn bolng 
in. th« East, took their seats in depart- 
ment three. Oatharod there, were many 
lawyers, .whose work had taken them to 
th« Court House, while tho county offices 
emptied themselves to listen to the re- 
marks made in momory of one who had 
often practiced In the chamber where the 
court was then in session. 


Judge John Ellsworth, after making 


the simple announcement of the purposo 
for which they were assombleo. called 
upon M. C. Chapman, who, visibly af- 
fected by the duty he was oall'id Upon 
to perform for one whom he It new in- 
timately, said: 


"May It please your honors, it now be- 


comes my sad duty In this plac<s of his 
laat residence, and amid the sennas that 
Knew him BO well In which he no often 
triumphed, to announce to this Court 
the d»ath of a distinguished member of 
the bar of this county and of this State, 
for William W. Foote, In the lancunge of 
another, has taken the few short steps 
from the cradlo, with Its lullaby of love 
to the lone, quiet, wayside inn, -n hero all 
at last m«3t sleep, and .where tho only 
salutation is 'Good Night.' 
Yet 
while 


friends mu<*t mou.-n and lelativ-s must 
weep, kind nature that projected us into 
light and life will one day, if the instinct 
of man counts for anything, save us from 
mortality. 
Mr. Foote wun 68 vears of 


age at his death. From the standpoint of 
infancy ,and youth fifty-eight years of 
life seems to stretch out interminably 
into the future, but as we look backward 
It Is but a flash of light in tho nlKht. onO 
then darkness. Mr. Foote was :m emi- 
nent lawyer. The amount, the cnarantcr, 
the magnitude and the importance of tho 
litigation in which was professionally en- 
gaged, and his uniform success, place 


htm In the front rank of the bar of this 
State. In the trleU of causes he was Im- 
pelled by zeal unwonted in other men, 
and sometimes for the moment angered 
his1 antagonist, but the anger 'and the 
resentment were only for a moment, be- 
cause we all knew, notwithstanding his 
brusuuen«ss that- there was In his breast 
a heart as tender as that of a woman. 
Lost Saturday he died without a pang or 
pnin, passed peacefully away as quietly 
as though he had gone to Bleep, and the 
tranquility of his death suggests oh how 
beautiful his death and his sleep." 


After asking If any other members of 


the bar had anything they would like to 
say. Judge Ellsworth said: 
"My breth- 


ren of the bench have requested me to 
say a few .words on this occasion, and It; 
Is with 
dtfflcuRy that I speak. 
Mr. 


Foote was known to all of us, although 
his office, was In San Francisco of late 
years, his home having been in Alameda 
county; and having much practice In the 
courts here; we all came to know him 
both as a lawyer and as a man. Mr. 
Chapman has spoken in fitting terms of 
his career and of his character. 
He 


possessed some great qualities as a law- 
yer. 
There was a vigor and earnestness 


about his handling of a case in court 
which, especially with juries. I think, had 
a wonderful effect. 
Ana ho was largely 


successful in his practice. ' And after all, 
that is one of the great tests of the 
question whqther a man is a strong law- 
yer or not. whether In a long career he 
has been pretty successful or not; and 
I think it will bn admHted that judged 
by that test Mr. Foote was an eminent 
lawyer. As a man he was possessed of 
most lovable qualities, whatever might 
be the case 'occasionally because of a 
temperament somewhat mercurial. 
A 


man might perhaps temporarily feel ag- 
grieved at Mr. Foote, but it wets impos- 
sible to know him well without loving 
him. 
I doubt whether any member of 


the bar in this State had more friends 
who were really personally attached to 
him and hod a feeling of strong affection 
for him than Mr, Foote. 
He was a 


striking personality and one who will be I 
missed both from the halls of justice 
and from the circfe of friends, which was 
large, extending all over tho State. 
It; 


has been suggested that the court ad- 
journ out of respect for Mr. Foote, and 
that Is the order of the court. We will 
now adjourn for the day out of respect 
In Mr. Foote."

INTERESTING AND INSTRUCTIVE 


SERMON BY REV.'C. R. 


BROWN. 


"Crossing the Boundary Into New 


Conditions." the fifth sermon in the 
saries on "The Story o€ an Ancient La- 
bor Movement," was the subject up- 
on which Rev. Charles R. Brown of the 
First Congregational Church preached 
last evening. He said in part: 


"When the Israelites crossed the arm 


of the Red Sea they passed from Af- 
rica, with its heavy, burdensome, un- 
progressive civilizcxtion on the banks of 
the Nile, to the freer life of Asia, the 
cradle of all 
the world's great relig-- 


ions. 
They crossed from slavery to 


freedom, 
from 
a. 
complex 
system 


which puzzled and burdened them, to 
the simplicity of a life, with which they 
vere competent to cleat. 


"The whole event is striking In its 


symbolism. 
Prophet 
and 
psalmist, 


poet and composer have used It t'o Il- 
lustrate the various crises in the later 
life of the race. When our poor life is 
burdened a.nd oppressed, 
when It is 


driven into a corner, from which there 
seems to be no escape, the voice of 
God rings out. 'Speak to the children of 
men that they go forward,1 and then 
In His own wise ifay. He makes a path- 
way in the deep. 


"When the children of Israel actu- 


ally forsook Egypt for the rugged life 
of the steppes, they were in a position 
to learn by experience the 
principles 


that would enter into an industrial 
democracy. 
They would of necessity 


n-.ake blunders; 
they 
would fail In 


many oC 
their 
undertakings; 
they 


would fail In many of their undertak- 
ings; they would be guilty of -wrong 
doing; nevertheless, training can only 
come through facing responsibility and 
the necessity of suffering the conse- 
quences of one's mistakes. 


"The wage-earning 
class 
through 


their unions and other organizations 
are taking matturs into their hands 
which wore foi-merly lett entirely to 
the decision of others. They too, have 
made blunders; 
they have followed 


some mistaken policies; 
they 
have 


been guilty of violence. But remember- 
ing how brief has been their experi- 
ence In attempting to have a genuine 
part In the industrial management of 
the world, we marvel not at the num- 
ber oT their mis-takes, but rather that 
they are so few. And it Is altogether 
rig-ht that they should insist upon hav- 
ing more of the spirit of democracy In 
business management. It is the path- 
way to the development of a high- 
er type of wage earner. Neither em- 
ployer nor employe cari say, 'This is my 
business; I will manage it as I please;' 
together they must learn to say, 'This 
is our business,'—for it consumes the 
life forces of tooth the employing and 
the wage-earning class—'we will man- 
age It together in 
ways 
that 
are 


equitable to all.' 
"We too have a Red Sea to cross. It 


Is full to the bank, forty fathoms deep, 
with problems' and difficulties. It will 
require more than a strong east wind 
air night to make a way through It. 
Cm the right hand and on the left, we 
are shut In by the contending inter- 
ests of capitalists and laborer; behind 
there is the pressure of the horses and 
chariots of a bargain-hunting .public, 
seeking 
ever for an 
abundance of 


cheap goods produced 
in a manner 


that harms the producer. But the God 
of the Israelites Is our God, and if we 
are willing to be led by the pillar of 
fire and of cloud, we shall .be guided 
in the solution of all these questions, 
until every honest toiler shall live and 
work under conditions that are right."

REV. T. A. BOYER HANDLES SUB- 


JECT IN AN ABLE 


MANNER. 


"The Perils of Education" was 
the 


subject of a sermon preached at 
the 


First Christian Church last night 
by 


the pastor, Rev. T. A. Boyer. It was 
the third sermon of a series'on "Pres- 
ent Day Perils." He said in substance: 


"There is no class In this 
country 


from which we expect more than the 
student class, and yet none that 
we 


have imperilled more by our social cus- 
toms and conditions. Young 
life 
al- 


ways carries with it a certain precar- 
iousr.ess: a newness, a lack of exper- 
enco, of discipline that imperils 
it. 


This ip true even when under the most i 
careful tutelage of home and friends, | 
and yet we expect our young men and 
women to be staid old people under the 
most trying conditions of life, and that 
too with the check-rain off. 


"Youth and exhuberance are good, so 
Ions as they don't degenerate into a 
species of rowdyism that holds indig- 
nation meetings, 
dictates 
to school 


boards and generally speaking, breeds 
defiance to law. 


"Another peril that has come 
down 


to us from the past Is the utterly fool- 
ish Idea that collegiate training is not j 
so much a better equipment for a bet- j 
ter and more enobllng service, as It is | 
an attestation of the fact that a man , 
is a born gentleman^and entitled to all 
• 
the rights and privileges of a born gen- i 
tleman, first among which is exemp- ! 
tior. from all the work and warfare of 
life, other than that which ministers 
unto his personal pleasure and vanity. 
This Idea manifests • itself first about 
the eighth grade, when we begin 
to 


leave off calling our boys and girls 
"William and John and Mary and begin 
to -jail them Mr. and Miss. 
All true 


education is a sharpening of the facul- 
ties for more effective 
service, 
and 


win-never a man begins to flnd himself 
harboring the idea that his superior 
kind of talents are too etherial for this 
mundane sphere he needs to send for 
a doctor right away. 


"A peril of still greater importance is 


that which manifests itself- in 
what 


has been termed our 'Lock-step' system 
of education. 


"The individual in order 
to render 


the most effective service, must work i 
along- the line of least resistance, usa 
the talents that are God-given. Under 
the present system, however, the spe- 
cial talent is quite as often surpreased 
as it is developed. The 
pupil 
must 


keep step, there must be no piping out 
of time. By-paths for personal inves- 
tigation ^are out of the question. Schol- 
ars go fn as dough and come out as 
crarkers with the image and 
super- 


scription of the treadmill system upon 
them. 


"Of all the perils to be encountered 


in passing from manhood's morning to- 
ward high noon, none are comparable 
to the peril of a half education; a bird 
with one wing flies round and round, 
a r.ian who develops his intellect and 
neglects his heart is only a half man. 
This Is an age in wMch brains are 
strongly to the fore. The man we ap- 
plaud is the man who thinks. We are 
inoculated against sentiment to be ar- 
dent is as great an offense as to 
be1 


unfophistocated. It is all right to know 
but it is better to be a builder of some- 
thing. Pure brain is pure diabolism, a 
man may have a great soul for music 
and a great mind for mathematics and 
a Kreat stomach for rascality at 
the 
sai;ie time.

A strong individualit> has passed away in William Winter Foote. 


His was a picturesque personality in politics and the legal profession', 
-and his like will not be seen again. He will be mourned as well as 
missed, for "Billy" Foote had the gift of inspiring friendship to a re- 
markable degree. 
His own friendships were frank, loyal and warm, 


and free from sorclidness or fawning. 
He would have addressed the 


Jehovah as an equaJ. 


- He was a man of contradicti'uns; aggressive, yet tender hearted; 


positive to obstinacy, yet confiding to a singular degree; censorious in 
speech, but in conduct the most tolerant and charitable of men. 
He 


was fond of a certain kind of contention that inspired rough humor 
but no malice, which left only good will behind it. Profane of speech 


. he possessed a deep vein of devotional feeling which he revealed to 


few, even of his closest intimates. 
He was impulsive to rashness-, yet 


holding fast to his convictions and unchanging in his friendships. 
He 


was without fear, and his bitterest foe 
could 
always 
disarm 
his 


enmity by an appeal to his generosity. He turned the edge of all ani- 
mosities by a rollicking humor, 
a 
contagious good fellowship, as 


spontaneous as it was inimitable. He was never a good fellow on oc- 
casion—he was the same "Billy" Foote all the time, a species pe- 
culiar to himself, with characteristics as wayward as the wanton wind 
and moods as contradictory as April weather. 


Such was William Winter Foote, a man of grave faults, 1r.it many 


virtues—virtues that were- so manly and noble that while they made 
the blemishes conspicuous they made them insignificant by compari- 
son. Men and women loved him. He also earned that which he detested 
most, flattery. He loathed a sycophant and was impacably intolerant 
of toadyism; yet he could not resist appeals of distress that he knew 
were simulated, and his hand was ever open ^o assist men that he de- 
spised but who played upon a trait of his character that amounted to a 
lovable, weakness. 


Colonel Foote was not one of those who believed his friends 


could do no wrong and his enemies no right, but he was for

friends right or wrong. 
His loyalty never questioned the merits of

gretfully critical of its objects. He would rather be wrong and be with 
his friends than be right and be with his enemies.

CHICAGO, February 15.—Proof that 


anti-toxin saves hundreds 
of 
lives 


each year in ChJcago is offered by the 
Health Department In its weekly bul- 
letin. 
The use of ami-toxin In the 


treatment of diphtheria, was begun by 
the city nine years ago and since that 
time the mortality has been 6.00S while 
during the nine years before, 11,48$ 
persons died. 
The decrease has been 


5400 or 47 per cent, while the popula- 
tion increased nearly 600.000 or 52 pet- 
cent. 
Considering population, the de- 


crease in deaths is given as 63 per 
cent. 


The recent action of manufacturers 


in increasing the price of the serum to 
$1.33 
a thousand units led the depart- 


ment to ascertain the cost of manu- 
facture, which, it declares, Is less than 
20 cents.

WILLIAM WINTER FOOTE'S WARM 


HEART CEASES TO BEAT. 


The Distinguished Lawyer, Orator and Politician Has 


Answered Death's Call—A Career Crowded With 
%. 
Achievement and Adventurous Incident Finally 
Closed—A Host of Friends Mourn the Passing of a 
Man Noted for His Wit and Originality.

..•"William Winter Foote, for more than 
thirty years a leader at the bar and in 
the politics of California, orator of re- 
nown, 
raconteur, 
bon 
vivant 
and 


sportsman, died Saturday afternoon In 
San Francisco at the residence of his 
bosom friend, James V. Coleman, C31 
Van Ness avenue. 
His funeral took 


place at 2:30 o'clock thin afternoon. 


Colonel Foote had been in 111 health 


for a year, suffering from a chronic 
liver complaint, but the Immediate Ill- 
ness which carried him off was only 
of a week's duration. During the past 
year he had been in steadily 
failing 


health, and he believed that he had lit- 
tle time to live. A week ago Satur- 
day morning he was Invited to see the 
Burns' handicap, . and went 
out 
to 


Ingleside In Adam Andrew's 
special 


car as the guest of Mr. Andrew. That 
day he had a chill, and upon his return 
,o his office in the afternoon the chill 
became very severe. "Word was sent to 
Mr. Coleman, who called with a car- 
riage and took the sick man home. The 
cold settled in Mr. Foote's head and 
face and erysipelas followed. Early in 
the week the" patient's condition be- 
came serious, and 
after 
Wednesday 


Mr. Foote did not at any time regain 
consciousness. 


The end came Saturday, 
when 
a. 


quiet sleep of several hours took on the 
form of death so gradually that 
the 


change could 
hardly 
be 
observed. 


Present at thf time were only Henry 


Foote, a son, and John J. Lerma.n, 


Mr. Foote's law partner. 


News of Colonel Foote's death caus- 


ed profound sorrow in Oakland. 
He 


had lived here continuously for thir- 
ty-four years, 
and 
was 
personally 


known to nearly everybody in the com- 
munity. His residence at the corner of 
Thirteenth and Brush streets was a 
famous seat 'of hospitality until re- 
cently. In his boyhood Colonel Foote 
went to school here at the old Brayton 
College, afterward merged 
into 
the 


University of California. 
He 
subse- 


quently returned to the South with his 
father, Honorable Henry S. Foote, who, 
n 1855, came within one vote of being 
elected United States Senator 
from 


California. 
Colonel Foote returned to 


Oakland in 1870, and for a time edited 
the Oakland News, but in 
a 
little 


while he abandoned journalism for the 
aw, in which he speedily became dis- 
tinguished and successful.

Colonel Koote wns a Confederate sol- 


rlier. born at Jackson, Mi?s., January 


G, 15*16, son of Honorable Henry S. 
roote, United States Senator 
frrm 


hat State, and subsequently Governor, 
having defeated Jefferson 
Davis in 


he 
year 
1850. 
Before 
he 
hnd 


completed his sixteenth year he en- 
ered the military service of the Con- 
federate States, at Columbus, Ky., in 
December, 1861, as a private 
In 
the 


Shelby Greys, a company belonging to 
:he First Tennesnee Infantry, and was 
subsequently made sergeant-major of 
the Tennessee corps of Artillery. He 
was in the famous battle of Fort Don-, 
elson, and of his work Colonel Haynes 
in the official war records says: "Dur- 
ing my service at Fort Donelson, both 
before and during the engagements, I 
was under obligations to Acting Ad- 
jutant William W. Foote of the Corps i 
of Artillery, a boy; only 16 years o'.d, 
for the prompt and faithful discharge 
of arduous and dangerous duties." The j 
young soldier was taken prisoner, but 
when exchanged after a month he re- 
enlisted as a second lieutenant in the 
Tenth Tennessee Infantry. After that 
he fought in various engagements with 
the troops of Grant 
and 
Sherman. 


When wounded on May 12, 1863, he was 
again captured, and he remained six- 
teen months in captivity. 
Again ex- 


changed, he again enlisted, and as ad- 
jutant of the Fifteenth Arkansas Reg- 
iment he served until the close of the 
war . 


RETURNS 
TO 
CALIFORNIA. 


At the close of the war, Colonel Foote 


studied law at the University of Vir- 
ginia, and later 
settled at Omaha, 


where he became one of the editors of 
the Herald, then the leading paper of 
Nebraska and still the Democratic or- 
gan of the State. In 1869 he returned 
to California, and in 1670 .settled in

Mrs. Foote 


died in, Hongkong on January 16. 1900, 
just as "her husband, who had been ap- 
pointed commissioner to the exposition 
of Paris, was about to sail for the Ori- 
ent, 
where Mrs. Foote had planned to 


join him in the journey to Paris by 
way of the East Indies. 
The family 


home was at 1154 Brush street, Oak- 
land. 


One of Mr. Foote's sisters was the 


wife of William M. Stewart. 
She was 


killed last year In an automobile acci- 
dent in Alameda.

Mrs. Jane Foote Martin, now living 
in Oakland and Jennie Aldrich of 2322 
Clay street, San Francisco 
Henry S. 


Foote, a hrother, the former United 
States District Attorney,' is now in the 
East. 


Mr. Foote was one of the charter 


members of the University Club of San 
Francisco and he was a member of the 
Olympic Club. 
He was prominent in 


the Athenian'CIub in Oa'uland and had 
been its president for several years. 


HIS SUCCESS AT THE BAR. 


•Colonel Foote stood among the fore- 


most at the bar. His place in the legal 
profession was unique, but his career 
was notable for its long line of brilliant 
successes. 
He earned enormous fees 


which he spent with a prodigal hand. 
Although 
a 
_ Southerner of chivalrlc 


mould and impulsively rash temper, he 
was an antagonist of the most forceful 
kind when encountered in the trial of 
an important case, and few men cared 
to oppose him. He was keen and deep 
In the study of the law, eloquent and 
powerful in his oratory, and peculiarly 
masterful in the examination of wit- 
nesses. 
One of his close associates 


says that ho has earned $1,500,000 in 
fees, of which nearly a quarter of a 
million was earned in three cases. He 
was attorney for Sarah Althea Hill in 
the celebrated Sharon case. 
He was 


one of Florence BIythe's attorneys, pre- 
senting her case before Judge Coffey 
and bearing the brunt of the battle in 
court. 
While at work on the Blythe 


case he still performed a great deal of 
other work, and his fees in one of tli'e 
years, aside from the Blythe litigation, 
amounted to $150,000. Tet he was so 
generous and free with his money and 
cared so little for it that the estate 
left' by him is probably small. Addi- 
tional big civil cases which he handled 
were the Grace Varney contest of Cap- 
italist Varney's will, the famous Mer- 
ritt will contest at Oakland (in both 
of which he won for the heirs) and the 
Mrs. Craven case against the Fa,ir es- 
tate, which was lost. His practice in 
the criminal courts made him especlal-

He defended M.

Hope classed as 
one of the greatest bank burgla.rs of 
this age but Hope was convicted. In 
the .McWhirter mun er 'case at Fresno 
in 1894 he defended .: lichard -Heath 'and 
the vigor with wh ch he fought his 
opponents resulted ii several throats to 
shoot him but he .fe irlessly carried on 
the defense and his client was acquit- 
ted.

A DEMOCRATIC LEADER. 


Colonel Foote was always an active 


and influential leacjr in the Demo- 
cratic party, and piior to 1900, when 
he was in Paris, a tended every na- 
tional convention. : Ie served a term 
as Railroad Commis.' loner, but was de- 
feated for re-elect; m by a narrow 
plurality in a heavily Republican dis- 
trict.. He .was cam i date for United 
States Senator aga nst Stephen 
M. 


White and was def. ated. In 1894 he 
was urged to run 
or the Governor- 


ship, but refused. 
.^Ince 1S97 he has 


been on the Yosemit i Commission and 
he has taken a dei p interest in the 
improvement of the -alley.- 


His last generaus work had hardly 


been completed at the time of his 
death. 
This as an effort 
to 
raise 


funds-for-the'benef t of Galen Clark, 
the old guardian of the Tosemite and 
the discoverer of trs Mariposa grove 
of big trees, a man now ninety years 
old and broken down In health. Mr. 
Foote 
obtained fro-n Mr. Clark the 


story of the Yosemit >, wrote It out for 
him and had it pjbllshed in bock 
form. Then he contiibuted J50 for the 
purchase of the book and induced many 
of his friends to subscribe. As a re- 
sult of this enterprise Secretary Ler- 
men of the Yosemitt Commission now 
has on hand a fund of about $400 for 
the Yosemite guard! m. 
' In 18S4 Mr. Foote broke one of the 
bones in one of his f >et while jumping 
from . the wharf onio the deck of a 
tug-boat at Sausalitx An attack of 
pneumonia followed, and then the at- 
torney nearly died. 
Dr. Luke Robin- 


son, one of the attinding physicians, 
thought best to make the fact known 
to him. 


"Now, Foote," he s dd, "you had bet- 


ter arrange your affa rs. It is my duty 
to tell you .that y-m 'haven't much 
chance to recover.

VIEWERS SUBMIT THEIR 
FIND- 


INGS ON NEW SAN LE- 


ANDRO BOULEVARD. ' 


A full report on the proposed Scenic 


Highway to be constructed from East 
Oakland, through San Leandro to Hay- 
wards was presented at the meeting 
of the Alameda County Broad of Su- 
pervisors 
this morning- by viewers, 


County Surveyor E. C. Prather, I. B. 
Parsons and A. B. Carey. 


The viewers were appointed on June 


15 of last year and since that time havs 
been busily engaged in running lines 
for the proposed thoroughfare and in 
making arrangements for the boule- 
vard to pass through property. 


An exhaustive report, was tendered 
showing the amounts allowed for prop- 
erty confiscated. 
As a rule the land 
was donated, the viewers agreeing to 
pay for destroyed fencing. The amount 
of such cUdms aggregates 
J25.211.25 
while the total cost of construction is 
estimated to be $283,000. 


The boulevard will run from High 


street In Brooklyn Township, taking a 
northeasterly direction to the foothills 
skirting the foothills to San Leandro 
and then, running on a line about par- 
allel with the San Leandro road from 
San Leandro to Haywards. 
It is proposed to make the boulevard, 
which will be aboui. nine miles long, 
the scenic driveway of -Alameda coun- 
ty. It is understood that no franchise 
for any railroad, either steam or elec- 
tric, will be granted along the road- 
way. 


In fixing the last tax levy the Su- 
pervisors provided for the creation of 
a fund to be used in the construction 
of the road and there is now to the 
credit of the fund $90,000. 


If the road is finally adopted as 
a 


public road contracts will be iirimedi- 
ately let for the macadamizing of the 
first five miles and as much work as 
possible will be done annually until 
the road is completed. 
At the tima the matter was origin- 
ally presented to the board it was sup- 
ported by the Board o£ Trade and the 
Merchants' Exchange of Oakland and 
by delegation of citizens of Brooklyn 
and Eden townships. 
The meeting three weeks hence was 


fixed as the time for hearing protests 
against the boulevard.
